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Of Primary Concern 


There’s a primary election coming on July 11, one week 
afte: we ce.ebrate the Declaration of Independence. We 
haven’t seen the ballot yet, but: from what we know of it, we 
get the general impression that we’ve slipped a lot since Tom 
Jefferson wrote that document back in 1776. 

Here at the Townsnian we probably get a better insight 


into the candidates than the average voter does, because they 


do come in, hoping fora kind word in the paper. We wish that 
you too could see them as.we’ve seen them. They’ve been com- 
ing in for the last several weeks. Some are all right; some 
are far from it. The only trouble is that in too many cases 
one office will have two’running who aren’t all right, and the 
voter has the task of trying to decide which is the lesser of 


two evils. 


We’ve seen a lot of ‘the Republican candidates, and since 
we're bas:cally Republican except when we get peeved at the 
fuddy-duddy element of the party, we have given a great deal 
of thought to the merits and lack of merits of these men. 
We come away with the impression that something is funda- 
mentally wrong in our electoral system, our party system. 

These coming primaries are a party matter. We go to the 
polls as members of a party, to nominate from our party the 
men whose names should go on the ballot in November to 
oppose those from the other party. And that’s where we get 
peeved. You'd think that our party leaders would feel it their 
obligation to present a slate to the members of their party 
that would be a really good slate. You'd think that they would 
try to get persons to run who are really capable of filling the 
positions for which they are running. You’d think that they’d 
want their party ballot to be a real Who’s-Who of their party, 
a list of the best that that party had to offer. 

We don’t think either party this July will be able to point 
with pride to its ballot. We know that in some positions the 
Republican ballot is woefully weak, and in some of those weak 
spots the Republican nomination almost guarantees an elec- 
tion. That’s not right. It does not reflect credit on our party 
leadership. In these months before the primaries our party 
leaders should be getting together, should be trying to find 
men who are worthy of the various positions, should be urg- 
ing them to run, should promise them their active support. 
But most of our town and county organizations haven’t even 
started working yet, with the ballots closed. And that is why 
a conscientious editor would probably have to come out and 
say bluntly of candidates for some of the positions: “You’re 
stuck whichever one you choose.” 

In the next few weeks we’re going to try to describe some 
of the candidates for you. We can give you their education, 
and their experience, etc. But we do wish you could see them 
yourselves, and if you did, we think you'd agree with us that 
party leadership is too little and too late.

Now, my 
earthly task on earth is nearly fin- 
ished. I have reached the outmost 
fringe of life on this planet, await- 
ing the Ferryman, the drip from 
whose uplifted oar I can seem to 
hear. : 

You have yet the promise of many 
years of useful labor ahead of you. 
For this work you possess rare 
gifts, gifts preachers vainly seek 
to acquire. They are God given. 
That you will exercise these gifts 
to the full in your new field of 
work finds ample assurance from 
your faithful work in Andover.
